As of December 31, 2017, there were 147 treatment court programs in 44 judicial circuits: 94 adult, 6 juvenile, 13 family, 
22 designated DWI and 12 veterans treatment court programs serving 37 counties. The commission provides funding to 139 
of these programs in 42 judicial circuits.
